Beijing Official Offers to 
Visit Chiang Ching-kuo to Talk 


BEIJING 一 Liao Chengzhi，a 
top_ official in Beijing last week 
wrote  a personal letter to 
President Chiang Ching-kuo， 
offering to_ go to Taipei to discuss 
China's proposal for a peaceful 
Teunification with Taiwan， 

“BROTHER” 

Liao's father Liao Zhongkai was 

a close friend of Dr. Sun Yat-sen 

_and a leading-member of the 
Nationalist Party before he was 
assassinated. Liao knew :Chiang as 
ayoung man when both studied in 
Moscow， 

Addressing Chiang as“younger 
brother” Liao mentioned that 
they last met 36 years ago 
heard_ that you have not been 
feelingwell lately and II am most 
concerned. People past 70 years 
old are often troubled by illness. 
Please be sure to take care,”Liao 
Wirote， 

He then urged Chiang to 
consider the peaceful reunification 
proposals initiated by Beijing 
three years ago. He warned 
Chiang mnot to be fooled by 
foreigners “whose interests are 
taking over Taiwan.” 

“Please understand that Teuni- 
fication of China is our internal 
affair,”Liao stressed， 

Liao，who heads the office of 
overseas Chinese affairs, reminded

Vs. Asylum Politics 


Political asylum is granted when the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service is convinced that the applicant will 
suffer persecution upon return to his or her native country 
forreasons of religious，philosophical or political beliefs. 
As such, it is a humanitarian response to the cruelities 
perpetrated by too many governments im the name of 
national security or justice. 

Asylum politics，however，involve the subtle behined - 
the-Scenes maneuverings that often occur to better enable 
Tival factions or nations to capitalize upon the hype or 
propaganda botential in a given defection. If such occurs 
simpbly after the defection is filed,， then 让 这 merely a 
matter of politicians capitalizing upon an accoimplished 
fact.， 

However，using promises of a life of luxury，special 
priveleges，money，success，etc. 二 to encourage ， indi- 
Viduals to leave their own country, is a very lowW tactic， 
we feel . 

There are many unanswered questions in the asyluimmn 
request of Chinese tennis player Hu Na. While we do 
not rule out that she may indeed sincerely and inde- 
pendently have _ come upon the decision to leave China， 
We feel there are many murky spots in the chain of events 
which should be carefully considered by INS and the 
State Department. The teluctance of the attorneys to 
initially identify themselves,，the reluctance of the tennmnis 
player to make any press statements publicly (Or over the 
bhone), the attorneys' alleged Taiwan connections, reports 
from Chinese and Americancolleaguesalike that Hu Na was 
young and politically naive, the prestigious status she held 
in China (which by and large lacks the kind_ of keen 
competition she_ might face in the US) 一 ,are unsettling 
even to the casual ovSeTVerT:

Crew, Passengers 
Overpower Hijackers 
In Shanghai 


BEIJING 一 The first reported 
hijacking attempt aboard  a 
Chinese plane ended when passen- 
geIs and crew members overT- 
powered the would-be hijackers， 
but not before one of the 
hijackers blew a gaping hole in 
the plane's fuselage. The Xinhua 
News Agency said that all five 
hijackers，described as all in their 
208 Were apprehended alive， 
although passengers said that 
three appeared dead and were 
dragged off the plane feet first 
after the plane landed:. The two 
pilots and a steward received 
Superficial cuts，according to the 
Associated Press. 


KNIVES 

The hijacking attempt occurred 
aboard adomestic flight 人 from 
Xian in centiral China to Shanghai. 
As the plane passed over Wuxi， 
outside of Shanghai，the five 
hijackers Tushed the cockpit and 
threatened the pilots with knives.

The hijackers wanted the pilots 
to fly to Hong Kong, refuel, and 
pioceed to Taiwan. Instead，the 
pilot circled Shanghai, preteriding 
to fly to Hong 天 ong. The plane 
Ian SO low on fuel that the two 
port engines died . 

While the hijackers were pre- 
oOccupied in the front of the plane， 
a steward quickly armed passen- 
geIs with bottles，Imops，and 
urmnbrellas， When the passengers 
discovered they were running out 
of fuel, they rushed the hijackers 
and overpowered them. 

CRAZIES 

“We thought We Were goners. 
There was 3a gaping hole in the 
Side of the plane， we were out of 
gas，there Were five crazies Up 
front. What was there to do but 
try to stop them，we said to 
Ourselves,” said Ron R. Roth， 
another of the US passengers. 

When the brawl began, one of 
the hijackers exploded a stick of 
dynamite Placed 记 the plane?s 
Testroom。 The plane went into 
a steep dive，but the pilot 
managed to pull the plane out of 
the dive and land at the Shanghai 
airport. 

IThis Was the first time that a 
hijacking attempt has been offici- 
allyacknowledgedby the Chinese. 
“Some of the -hijackers， were 
injured. They were all appre- 
hended after ouUr personmnel brave- 
ly struggled with them;”said an 
official with ,the Civil :Aviation 
Administration of China. The 
hijackers Were identified only as 
factory workers from Xian.， The 
only “other known hijacking 
attempt in China occurred when 
sons and daughters of Guangzhou 
officials planned tocomimandeera 
planeand fly to Taiwan. Officials 
Were motified by a parent before 
the plan could be carried out. The 
Chinese press did not mention the 
affair，although Tumors of the 
attempt werIe picked up in Hong

WASHINGTON 一 JIlliteracy 
means the involuntary idqleness of 
millions of Americans and requires 
taxpayers subsidies of nearly $40 
billion a year imp unemployment 
compensation，welfare payments， 
food stamps，subsidized housing 
and other benefits， 

“Illiteracy means the economy 
loses about $16 billion a year for 
each million citizens out of work， 
not to Imention tax ITevenue lost 
through reduced payrolls in semi- 
skilled and unskilled jobs， 


DEBILITATING 
“An illiterate does not utilize 
modern medicine， food and 


equipment which can Prevent 
disease because they can't read. 
An illiterate is cut off from any 
wiitten _ communication in our 
Society. An ijlliterate adult cannot 
participate in our system of 
government,， TIreported Prof, 
Tautein G. Soberano in a paper 
presented ， earlier this “month 
during the first meeting of newly 
appointed members of the 
National Advisory Council on 
Adult 下 ducation， 

-During World War II some 
600,000 “were rejected “from 
Imjlitary service becatuse they were 
illiterate, During the Korean War 
Some 300,000 were rejected for the 
Sarme Teason. 了 he spectrum :of 
jlliteracy is from 1.9% of the 
population of Iowa to a high of 
13.1% in Louisiana， 

“Illiteracy erodes productivity， 
endangers  _ technological growth 
and destroys self-respect,”Sober- 
ano noted. 

He pointed out that the mood of 
the country is toward limiting the 
federal role in education， but 
stressed that since illiteracy is both 
a _ serious problem to the _ nation 
and a debilitating handicap to the 
ipdividual, it is an area-of social 
concern that the federal govern- 
ment cannot afford to leave to the 
States， 

“To uproot illiteracy is not a 
question of more money，but of 
better use of the money alreadqy 


allocated，For the 1983 budget 


there is $325 billion in direct social 
aid payments to individuals. 工 
advocate trimming the bloated 
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federal welfare bureaucracies and 
utilizing the savings to 十 ght and 


lessen the illiteracy in this 
country,” Soberano told the 
counci， 

Prior to the meeting,”one 


member had lobbied to be chair of 
the council，saying in a letter to 
each member that he has both the 
time and money to spend to make 
the council a success，Biit after 
Ieading Soberano's position paper， 
the majority elected Soberano as 
their chair to  'set the tone and 
direction of the council. 

The 15-member council，ap-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Alack of 
language skills and work exper- 
ience coupled with fewer open- 
ings in the job market is making 让 
harder for many recent immi- 
grants and refugees to find work， 

“It takes two to six months for 
Imost imnmigrants to get their first 
job,”explained Po Wong, director 


of the Chinese Newcomers Service 上 


Center. “Most of the people are 
language-handicapped，which 
makes the market very limited, It's 
Very frustrating.” 

YSTEM 

Chieu Pham，assistant director 
of employment at the Center for 
Southeast Asian Refugee Resettle-， 
ment，agrees that language is the 
main problem，and noted that a 
lack of education and job exper- 
ience also contributes to the 
Problem ， 

“The whole work system here is 
totally different,， he said. “Here 
experience is important，but most 
don't have experience. 玉 ven to be 
a dishwasher you still have to 
know how to operate a machine,” 

According to a 1977 report put 
out by the Newcomers Center， 
almost one half of the immigrants 
in the city looking for work during 
their first six months do not find 
work, compared to an almost zero 
unemployment rate for them prior 
to immigrating. Of those who do 
find work，less than 10% of those 
who were professionals remain in 
that career; 10 勾 of those who 
Were earlier clerical workers find 
office work; 90% of the machine 
operatives_ (including sewing 
machines) stay in that field，and 
25 勾 more immigrants Who Were 
in_ service industries go into that 
area after arriving here. 

Although _ new figures are not 
available for 1982,Wong said that

Asian Business.Network Meet 
Stresses Communication Skills

SAN _ FRANCISCO “Car- 
.eers for the 80s”was the theme of 
the program sponsored by the 
Asian Business ， Network :last 
Thursdqay. After a buffet dinner， 
five guest speakers discussed job 
trends in the administrative; 
finance，high-technology， sales/ 
marketing，and general business 
fields, Over 150 people attended 
the piIogram， 


“Contact,， ” cooperation， and 
education”is the motto of the 
ABN，a non-profit Organization 
founded one-and-a-half years ago 
in the hopes of exposing the Asian 
cormmunity to the business world, 
ABN'S Primary goal is to infor 
those individuals who are recent 
college _ graduates and/or those 
who are interested in transitions 
into or within the business world 
about the opportunities in this 
broad field，June Wong，ABN's 
President，emphasized，“We are 
not a job Placement organiza- 
tion.”Rather，ABN attempts to 
PrIrovide a network of contacts for 
the exchange of ideas and infor- 
Imation . 
OVERVIEV 

Penrny Johnson，a Career Con- 
sultant and Instructor at SE State 
University，in her general over- 
view of present job trends，stressed 
thbat besides job trends, individuals 
shouldq also strongly take into 
consideration their abilities，inter- 
ests，and values when choosing a 
carTeer. 

Johnson noted that the-high- 
technology industry anticipates 
90,000 new jobs _ during the 
Upcoming year. She added that 
one in three entry-level positions 
that will exist by 1987 presently 
does not exist as these jobs will be 
computer-related 


Due to the aging of the US 
population，Johnson also noted 
that those invovled in health- 
related careers，especially in the 
field of “geriatrics” would con- 
tinue to be high in demand. 


According to Johnson，over the 
next decade, there will also be an 
increase in the demand for 
accountants， business managers 
involved in employee benefits and 
industrial relations，and clerical 
workers Who have “Word-pro- 
cessing and other computer skills. 

ADMINISTRATIVE 

Johnson's  ， overall recom:= 
mendation was that individuals to 
be successful in the business world 
must have strong communciation 
skills，both oral and written; be 
“computer friendly” 一 familiar 
with and capable of utilizing 
computer technology; have en- 
thusiasm towards ones job and 
the willingness to put in an 
eight-hour-plus workday，. 

Reiterating Johnson's key 
points，Michael Wong，an 了 m- 
ployment and Compensation 
Supervisor for “BART， fatly 
stated, “If you cant tajk， cant 
write，you can kiss 让 offt ”了 He 
added that in the administrative 
field of personnel management 
(much to _ his original surprise)， 
one also “needs a handle on 
numbers and computerization.” 

The struggle up the personnel 
management ladder, Wong noted， 


js _ often well worth the effort as- 


according the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics， top ”Personnel man- 
agers earDn between ”apPpTOxi- 
mately $26,000 to $62,;000 a year， 
The field of personnel manage- 
ment is also _ accessible to many 


non-businesS 
Such as 


individuals “with 
academic backgrounds， 
Sociology. 


However,， Wong cautioned that 
during the 80s personnel-related 
jobs will be“scarce and -hard to 
find” as there is a substantial 
amount of “job-trading” within 
the field. 


FEINANCE 

“Banking is changing. Interest 
rates are very，Very high. Few 
people are keeping their money in 
passbook accounts,” said Mario 
Menchini， Assistant Vice Presi- 
dent and 了 conomist for Security 
Pacific National Bank.， Menchini 
anticipates that by 1986，the 
banking industry rather than the 
federal government will have the 
major say as to the regulations 
governing the'industry. By 1990， 
he also anticipates full-scale inter- 
state banking and more comPputer- 
ization . 


-了 Everything that is possible to 
automate will be automated,”he 
predicted. Still， Menchini believes 
the employment prospects in the 
field of finance are bright as the 
banking industry will continue to 
和 Imany skills which computers 
acK. 


Gerald Idle, a staffing specialist 
for Four-Phase Systems，Inc.，a 
high-technology firm located 记 
Cupertino, told the gathering that 
with the advent of the computer 
age，not only will high-technol- 
Oogy specialists 一 engineers and 


computer programmers 一 -be 
more in demand，but “support 
people”such as clerical workers 
with Word-processing skills w 记 
also be needed. 
COMMUNICATION 

Idle carefully stated that while 
Tecruiting on college campuses, he 
has observed that many students， 
especially those of Asian an- 
cestry， concentrate all their 
energies on developing their tech- 
nological skills and consequently， 
lack other skills. Like those who 
spoke before him，he emphasized 
the importance of commtunication 


skills， 


“You can have a “Caverage， 
but 让 you can speak and write 
well，you can get a job, ”he 
stressed. 


Although future=employment 
Prospects ”for ， high-technology 
Specialists are outstarding，Idle 
admiitted that during the Presenit 
Tecession，much of the industry is 
“staffing more for attrition Tather 
than growth.” But he added， 
“Don't let the recession get you 
down. Be optimistic，enthusiastic 
when going after a job. Demon- 
strate confidence in yoUrself.”
